Pinned to her clothes was a piece 
of paper, on which was scrawled, “I 
got your daughter, but wlmt I want 
is you. You jailed me once, but you’ll 
never do It again.”

pockelboolc carried by 
Miss Mell the men who attacked her 
took a photograph of her older slsfer, 
Angellne, and her parents now fear 
that (ho sister will be the victim of 
another atta<?k. 


The girl is delirious and in such a 
serious condition that physicians have 
not been able to make a complete di­ 
agnosis of her Injuries. 


Ilor father and the rest of the fami­ 
ly are mystified as to the note. 
The 
girl, delirious, has talked of trees and 
of a negro and an Italian. She pleads 
with her assailants in her delirium, 
and constantly cries, “I won’t dr Ink 
It! I won’t drink It!” leading the doc­ 
tors In attendance to believe that she 
may have been drugged. 


Other delirious mutterings make it 
appear that an uncle will be another 
victim of the gang which assaulted 
her, and that she struggled to keep a 
ring given to her by her sweetheart, 
which was taken by the men who as­ 
saulted her. 


From her talk it is believed that two 
negroes attacked her In Welsh street 
and while smothering her screams with 
his hands the other struck her In the 
head with a blunt weapon. Then they 
dragged her to a waiting automobile, 
driven by a man believed to be the 
Italian she mentions, and drove with 
her to a woods. 


It Is thought that the girl lay In the 
yard of her home for several hours 
Sunday night before she was found. 
The noise of automobiles In the alley 
in the rear of her home is common, 
and the men who placed her there 
worked quietly, so that nothing unus­ 
ual was noticed by the neighbors.

Why the Old Draft Boards Could Not 


Be Used—Provision Supplied for 


All Those m Distress—Bonus 


Given to Discharged Men. 


Washington—The war department 


authorizes the 
following 
statement 


from the ofh< e of the. chief of staff: 


The present sjste.m of demobiliza- 


tion does not seem to be understood 
by the people of the eountry. 
As :i 


UindamcntaJ starting poiul, let us as- 
sume that all the selected sen ice men 
who h;i\e been inducted into the ser- 
\ice during the. war were removed 
from their home communities at one 
time, and that upon their departure, 
and until their return conditions of 
labor and indu-try did not change in 
the slightest respect in , any portion 
of the country. Again let us assume 
that the conditions of labor and 
111- 


.luslry Jiavinu remained exactly the 
same, all these, selected scruce men 
Vure returned at tiie same moment to 
Hie niches pre\iouslj held by them in 
civil life. 
Under such assumptions 


the entire operation would ba\e been 
performed without the slightest jar to 
liie industrial conditions oi the coun- 
try. 


This would he an ideal condition, 


b'jt it is based on an utterly absurd 
hypothesis. The sel*\ ted sen ice men 
weiv not all inducted into the service 
at one time. Nor did the conditions 
of labrrr and 
industry 
remain un- 


changed after iheir departure from 
their home rfistneis. 


Tremtfnr'ous Problem. 


Could the hi-,ury of ea< h particular 


job fiom w h u h omplojcd men had 
been withdr; •': tie traced, could it 
be discovered whether the job re- 
nialued open to him or whether A's 
job bad been filled b> B; could it be 
definitely 
aMvrta:i<id that B left a

country whose digestion for labor is 
not now of the best hundreds of thou- 
sands of men without cmploj-ment, not 
forgetting that they and ibeir families 
(3esei\e the giateful thanks of the na- 
tion, and remaining keenly aware that 
tho'r patriotism and sacrifice demand 
th:it they be given every p^s.bl,? ree- 
">gm1ion and favor. 


Certain Specific Laws. 


above. 
The machinery of each local 


draft board would have to be main- 
tained intact as long as there ,vere 
in the sei-Mce men from the particu- 
lar district imolved, and would have 
to be kept at such strength as to be 
able to handle such men s& were sent 
to it for discharge at any time. 


Tiie 
difficulties 
of 
transportation 


from (lie port to local draft boards 
asMnniny tne abandonment of the 
present demobilization camps, would 
be materially increased. 


The question then arises: If local 


draft boards cannot be us-ed for com- 
plete discharge of the soldier, cannot 
they be used in conjunction with pres- 
ent camps? And the answer is that it 
is not feasible. 


The. present system of demobiliza- 


tion is that certain camps and canton- 
ments throughout the country have 
been designated as demobilisation cen- 
ters. These centers are provided with 
person;,,,], temporarily retained in the 
sen ice, for the operation of the ma- 
chinery of discharge. Tlite system of 
demobilization necessitates the split- 
ting up of organizations upon arrival 
from o\erseas and their distribution in 
•small groups to the various demobili- 
zation centers. 


Experience of Other Nations. 


The suggestion has been made that 


we pattern our demobilization system 
after that of Great Britain. The Unit- 
ed States, jn formulating its plans for 
mobilization, was fortunate enough to. 


have profited by some cf the costly ex- 
l»erlenee.s of others, and by a system- 
atic classification prevented men from 
being sent to the trenches who later 


b had to be withdrawn and returned to 
industries essential to the prosecution 
of the war. In carrying out its sys- 
tematic draft system, the tendency was 
to retain in the industrial world the 
pivotal or key men, the return of wnoin 
to their normal activities in the indus- 
trial world appears to be one of the 
outstanding principles In the British 
demobilization system. The war de- 
partment has consistently declined to 
discharge our selected service men by 
classes, the needs of industry having 
been recognized in the selective serv- 
ice law. 
. 


Jn many families distress exists. 


Certain men are indispensable to in- 
dustry. To enable such men to be re- 
leased, the war department has issued 
a circular to all commanders covering 
their cases. 


The secretary of war has also rec- 


ommended to congress that a man be 
paid an additional month's pay and 
allowance on discharge in order to 
tide him over the interim between his 
discharge and the date he obtains em- 
ployment; 
and congress has new 


passed a bill authorizing a $60 bonus 
to be paid on discharge to each officer 
and man who is honorably separated 
from the service. 


Some Dissatisfaction. 


Some dissatisfaction has arisen be- 


cause families find it difficult to im- 
mediately see their sonrf and relatives 
on their arrival at the port of debarka- 
tion. This is due to the fact that pub- 
lic health demands thut these men be 
segregated until they can be disinfect- 
ed, in order to prevent the spread of 
diseases, such as typhus, trench fever 
and influenza, in the country. 
Also 


practical conditions connected with the 
handling and discharge of large bodies 
of men demand that they be sent after 
their disinfection direct to their demo- 
bilization points. 


This all seems hard, and being a 


difficult practical problem, is of ne- 
cessity entirely devoid of sentiment, 
which is. however, continually impel- 
ling those intrusted with the carrying 
out of these measures to devise some 
way of showing the soldier the eoteem 
in which he is held by the country, and 
of satisfying the just pride which his 
family possesses in his exploits. 


There is a general belief that the 


emergency has passed, that the war 
is over, and that there is no reason 
for keeping troops in France. 
The 


war is not over until a treaty of peace! 
ends it. 


The emergency cannot be consid- 


ered over until the last of our troops 
arrne from France. What could we 
say to these men and their families if 
we demobilized all troops in this coun- 
try and were powerless to care for and 
return to their home districts the men 
returning from overseas? 


Troops must be kept in France for 


such army of occupation as may be 
decreed by the treaty of peace, and 
for every division held there to clinch 
the fruits of victory must be kept a 
certain proportion of men for theii 
supply, to provide measures for their 
comfort and for their final embarka- 
tion.

man never thought of, or he would 
have used stronger language shout 
"war." 
The Germans brought their 


field guns on so rapidly, and in such 
numbers, that we were shelled from 
pillar to post. Our infantry hung on 
doggedly, and were wiped out, battal- 
ion after battalion. Each batch of re- 
serves found their predecessors' posi- 
tions untenable and were compelled to 
try to hold a line a bit farther back. 


Always in the open, for there was no 


time to dig oneself in; and when one 
hillside became too hot for comfort we 
shifted, either to flank or slightly to 
the renr. 
I never saw soldiers so 


cheerful 
or determined. 
Dog-tired, 


they hung on; and while the great 
game of "tactics" went on, the whole 
line having to conform to some un- 
known situation many miles to a flank, 
the Third army grumblingly wondered 
what it was falling back for. 


"All Part of Strategy." 


If the pessimists who conceded a 


German victory last March could have 
seen those "beaten" soldiers retreat- 
ing, they might have taken heart, be- 
cause it never occurred to the troops 
themselves that they were being beat- 
en. The retreat, to them, was all part 
of "some blooming strategy 'cos the 
chaps next door certildn't hold on." 


Back throueh Mory, Ervillers, St. 


Leger, Gommecourt, Courcelles and 
Bucquoy fell my part of the line, and 
then we stopped them. March 30 saw 
about the end of the nightmare as far 
as we were concerned, and the Forti- 
eth 
divisional artillery pulled off a 


regular "boy stood on the burning 
deck" stunt. My own brigade, the One 
Hundred and Seventy-eighth brigade 
royal field artillery, composed of Lon- 
don citizen soldiers mostly, catne into

BIG PROBLEMS TO SOLVE 


Why the Old Draft Boards Couid Not 
Be Used— Provision Suppiied for 
Ail Those in Distress— Bonus 
Given to Discharged Men. 


Washington.—The war department 
authorizes 
the 
following 
statement 
from the office of the chief of staff: 
The present system of demobiliza­ 
tion does not seem to be understood 
by the people of the country. 
As a 
fundamental starting point, let us as­ 
sume that all the selected service men 
who have been inducted into the ser­ 
vice during the war were removed 
from their home communities at one 
time, and that upon their departure, 
and until their return conditions of 
labor and industry did not change in 
the slightest respect in ,an y portion 
of the country. 
Again let us assume 
that the conditions of labor and in­ 
dustry having remained exactly the 
same, all these selected service men 
Were returned at the same moment to 
[he niches previously held by them in 
civil life. 
Under such assumptions 
the entire operation would have been 
performed without the slightest jar to 
the industrial conditions of the coun­ 
try. 


This would be an ideal condition, 
bzjt it is based on an utterly absurd 
hypothesis. 
The selected service men 
were not all inducted into the service 
at one time. 
Nor did the conditions 
of labttr and 
industry remain un­ 
changed after their departure from 
their home tfistriets. 


Tremendous Problem. 


Could the hisrory of each particular 
job from which employed men had 
been withdrawn bo traced, could it 
be discovered whether the job re­ 
mained open to him or whether A’s 
job had been filled by B; could it be 
definitely ascertained that B left a 
job which remains open to A; 
it 
might be possible, were these return­ 
ing men so many spare parts of a 
machine, to assign each returning man 
a definite job. But they are not spare 
parts of a machine. They are human 
beings, iniluenced on the one hand by 
home ties, and on the other by vary­ 
ing desires and ambitions; and if no 
positions which they want are imme­ 
diately open to them, they, as well as 
the original unemployed, must be grad­ 
ually absorbed in the industrial life of 
the nation. 


This, then, is the tremendous prob­ 
lem that confronts us -to return to a 
country whose digestion for labor is 
not now of the best hundreds of thou­ 
sands of men without employment, not 
forgetting that they and their families 
deserve the grateful thanks of the na­ 
tion, and remaining keenly aware that 
their patriotism and sacrifice demand 
that they be given every possible rec­ 
ognition and favor.

The question then arii*os: If local 
draft boards cannot be u^ed for com­ 
plete discharge of the soldier, cannot 
they be used in conjunction with pres­ 
ent camps? And the answer is that it 
is not feasible. 
# TIl0‘ Present system of demobiliza­ 
tion is that certain camps and canton­ 
ments throughout the country have 
been designated as demobilization cen­ 
ters. These centers are provided with 
personnel, temporarily retained in the 
service, for the operation of the ma­ 
chinery of discharge. 
This system of 
demobilization necessitates tiie split­ 
ting up of organizations upon arrival 
from overseas and their distribution in 
small groups to the various demobili­ 
zation centers. 


Experience of Other Nations. 


The suggestion has been made that 
we pattern our demobilization system 
after that of Great Britain. The Unit­ 
ed States, in formulating its plans for 
mobilization, was fortunate enough to 


have profited by some of the costly ex­ 
periences of others, and by a system­ 
atic classification prevented men from 
being sent to the trenches who later 
.had to be withdrawn and returned to 
'industries essential to the prosecution 
of the war. 
In carrying out its sys­ 
tematic draft system, the tendency was 
to retain in the industrial world the 
pivotal or key men, the return of whom 
to their normal activities in the indus­ 
trial world appears to be one of the 
outstanding principles in the British 
demobilization system. 
The war de­ 
partment has consistently declined to 
discharge our selected service men by 
classes, the needs of industry .having 
been recognized in the selective serv­ 
ice law. 
. 
* 


In many families distress exists. 
Certain men are indispensable to in­ 
dustry. To enable such inen to be re­ 
leased, the war department has issued 
a circular to all commanders covering 
their cases. 


The secretary of war has also rec­ 
ommended to congress that a man be 
paid an additional month’s pay and 
allowance on discharge in order to 
tide him over the interim between his 
discharge and the date he obtains em­ 
ployment ; 
and 
congress 
has 
new 
passed a bill authorizing a $00 bonus 
to be paid on discharge to each officer 
and man who is honorably separated 
from the service. 


Some Dissatisfaction. 


Some dissatisfaction has arisen be­ 
cause families find it difficult to im­ 
mediately see their sons and relatives 
on their arrival at the port of debarka­ 
tion. This is due to the fact that pub­ 
lic health demands that these men be 
segregated until they can be disinfect­ 
ed, in order to prevent the spread of 
diseases, such as typhus, trench fever 
and influenza, in the country. 
Also 
practical conditions connected with the 
handling and discharge of large bodies 
of men demand that they be sent after 
their disinfection direct to their demo­ 
bilization points. 


This all seems hard, and being a 
difficult practical problem, is of ne­ 
cessity entirely devoid of sentiment, 
which is, however, continually impel­ 
ling those intrusted with the carrying 
out of these measures to devise some 
way of showing the soldier the esteem 
in which he is held by the country, and 
of satisfying the just pride which his 
family possesses in his exploits. 


There is a general belief that the 
emergency has passed, that the war 
is over, and that there is no reason 
for keeping troops in France. 
The 
war is not over until a treaty of pdacd 
ends it. 


The emergency cannot be consid­ 
ered over until the last of our troops 
arrive from France. 
What could we 
say to these men and their families if 
we demobilized all troops in this coun­ 
try and were powerless to care for and 
return to their home districts the men 
returning from overseas? 


Troops must be kept in France for 
such army of occupation as may be 
decreed by the treaty of peace, and 
for every division held there to clinch 
the fruits of victory must be kept a 
certain proportion of men for theii 
supply, to provide measures for their 
comfort and for their final embarka* 
tion. 


HUNS’ LAST OFFENSIVE

London.—“Woo-oosh! B ang!” 
1 looked out of my tent on the morn­ 
ing of March 21, 1918, imagining that 
some aerial humorist was bombing us. 
But it was a long-range, ten-inch, hlgli- 
vcloeily gun, and a couple more in 
quick succession, the second shell land­ 
ing about fifty yards from me, showed 
that it was no stray round. I realized 
that the great German offensive had 
started. 


The night before I had joined the 
Fortieth division artillery, which was 
lying in “close reserve,” just south of 
Arras. 
I was hoping for a recupera­ 
tive period on what was reckoned a 
fairly “quiet” front, 


“Stand by your horses!" brought us 
all onto the lines. 
Fortunately, the 
Boche was shooting by the map and 
not from observation, or we should 
have taken little further interest in 
the “March show.” 
As it was, he 
dropped about sixty rounds right in 
the midst .of us without doing much 
damage. 
The 
enemy 
had 
broken 
through at Bellecourt and was coming 
on fast. 


Blazing Away at Foe. 


“The divisional artillery will come 
into action at—so-and-so ‘map spot­ 
ting,' " and we were off. But when wo 
got there—well, the cupboard wasn’t 
exactly bare, because just before we 
reached our objective we came across 
ihfi JS-pounder section squatting in the 
open 
and 
blazing away over open 
sights at the oncoming hordes of 
Bodies. 


We dropped back and found a less 
conspicuous place from which to de­ 
clare war. 
Then we had one solid 
week’s hades, such as General Sher­ 
man never thought of, or he would 
have used stronger language about 
«1war,** 
The Germans brought their ! mer and /all.

field guns on so rapidly, and in such 
nunjbers, that we were shelled from 
pillar to post. 
Our infantry hung on 
doggedly, and were wiped out, battal­ 
ion after battalion. Each batch of re­ 
serves found their predecessors’ posi­ 
tions untenable and were compelled to 
try to hold a line a bit farther back. 


Always in the open, for there was no 
time to dig oneself in ; and when one 
hillside became too hot for comfort we 
shifted, either to flank or slightly to 
the rear. 
I never saw soldiers so 
cheerful 
or 
determined. 
Dog-tired, 
they bung on; and while the great 
game of “tactics” went on, the whole 
line having to conform to some un­ 
known situation many miles to a flank, 
the Third army grumblingly wondered 
what it was falling back for. 


“All Part of Strategy." 


If the pessimists who conceded a 
German victory last March could have 
seen those “beaten” soldiers retreat­ 
ing, they might have taken heart, be­ 
cause it never occurred to the troops 
themselves that they were being beat­ 
en. The retreat, to them, was all part 
of “some blooming strategy ’cos the 
chaps next door couldn’t hold on.” 
Bnck through Mory, Ervillers, St. 
Leger, Gommecourt, Courcelles and 
Bucquoy fell my part of the lint, and 
then we stopped them. March 30 saw 
about the end of the nightmare as far 
as we were, concerned, and the Forti­ 
eth divisional artillery pulled off a 
regular “boy stood on the burning 
deck” stunt, My own brigade, the One 
Hundred and Seventy-eighth brigade 
royal field artillery, composed of Lon­ 
don citizen soldiers mostly, crane into 
action in the open, under henvy fire 
directed 
by 
hostile 
airplanes 
and 
smashed up an attack of three bat­ 
talions which had been on the front 
held 
by a company of the British 
guards, 
One battery was practically 
wiped out, gun after gun being knocked 
out by concentrations of enemy artil­ 
lery. 
I was thankful to find myself 
when the “Cease fire” 
order 
came 
through. 


There were many weary weeks of 
routine warfare and night alarms. It 
was between 
Bolsleux-au-Mont and 
Bolry-St. Martin, about 400 yards from 
the place where that first ten-inch shell 
landed on March 21, we stopped the 
Boche. 


There we refitted and planned and 
prepared for the final triumphal ad­ 
vance of the allies in the ensuing sum*

FEW CIRCUIT RIDERS LEFT 


Picturesque Figures of the Religiou* 


Life of the Rural Districts Are 


Rapidly Passing 


T.ie circuit rider, that most pic- 


turesque figure in the religious life ol 
the country in the rural districts, -is 
passing away almost as rapklly as Is 
the cowboy. Ih the earlier life of the 
country, 
with his saddlebags, his 


tracts and his Bible, traveling on 
horseback through the wilderness, he 
was a vital factor in the life of the in- 
habitants along the frontiers and in 
the sparsely settled districts. Without 
him many a community would have 
heard no preaching from year's end to 
year's end unless It were from the Tips 
of a lay exhorter; many a bride would 
have felt herself but half married with 
no minister to perform the ceremony, 
and the dead would have been laid to 
rest without religion's comfort to the 
survivors. 


The circuit rider of the early days, 


though his visits might be few and far 
between, was nevertheless an integral 
part in the religious and social life of 
the communities on his circuit. His 
coming was eagerly expected- and the 
pioneers in the wilderness were loath 
to see him go. 


The rapidity with which he is disap- 


pearing may be gained from a study 
of the circuit system in rural Method- 
ism as shown by the annual conference 
minutes, using the number of churches 
per charge as a basis. Of the rural 
charges 6,890, or 51 per ceSt, are sta- 
tions; 3,524, or 26 per cent, are cir- 
cuits having two churches; 1,0-0 have 
three churches to a circuit; 815 have 
four; 282 have five, while but 177 cir- 
cuits, or 1 per cent, have more than 
five churches to a circuit. 
In other 


wordb more than half of the rural 
Methodist churches now have minis- 
tors \\lio do not have to devote part 
of their time to other churches. The 
figures show that 11,000 or more 
charges included in this study have 
not more than two points to a circuit. 


The surviving circuit system is most 


marked in Pennsylvania, Ohio, Inrli 
ana, Tennessee, southern Missouri, Illi- 
nois and West Virginia.

Episcopal church will doubtless hav* 
the effect of hastening the departure 
into oblivion of the circuit rider in 
some sections of the country, as part 
of the money derived from the joiut 
contenary drive for $80,000,000 for 
woild upbuilding, mission and church 
extension will be dtovoted to the rural 
church. 
In other sections, however, 


it has been found that the efficiency 
of the Methodist Episcopal church will 
be materially increased by extending 
the circuit system on the parish plan 
This applies, however, to the less- 
favored sections of the -country; in 
the more de\ eloped sections a pastor 
with but two churches to care for has 
more than he can look after if he con- 
siders his task one of community up- 
building as well as of community serv- 
ice.

Hot Blast of Volcanoes. 


Writing in the Monthly Weathei 


Review, George N. Cole sets forth 
detailed arguments to prove that the 
hot blast which swept over the city 
of St. Pierre during the eruption of 
Mont Pelee, as well as similar blasts 
in connection with the eruption of Ve- 
suvius that destroyed Pompeii and 
Herculaneum, the eruption of Taal, 
Sakurajima, etc., derived its heat from 
the sudden compression of the air sur- 
rounding the volcano, and not from 
conditions in the volcano itself. 
In 


other words, it was not, according to 
this hypothesis, an outpouring of hot 
crater .rases that caused the destruc- 
tion, but the dynamic heating of the 
air attending the propagation of the 
explosion wave. Mr. Cole cites a num- 
ber of interesting observations at St. 
Pierre after the Martinique disastei 
that seems to support this idea.— 
Scientific American.

KIMAR, the little city which 
is the capital of the duchy 
of Saxe-Welinar and which 
was selected us the meeting 
place for the German national assem­ 
bly, lias long been denominated the 
‘Athens of Germany.0 
It stands for 
what was the best in German life. 
For Weimar was once a groat capi­ 
tal in tho world of letters; around 
it cluster many of the finest recol­ 
lections and traditions of 
the Ger­ 
many that was. 


Goethe and Schiller, topmost among 
tho German poets, 
lived and died 
there. 
Some of the 
finest 
compo­ 
sitions of Liszt and Mendelssohn were 
conceived in Weimar. In this quaint 
Did town Schopenhauer dwelt in the 
unutterable gloom that permeates his 
philosophy. 
To its restful solitude 
and its greatest memories came Nietz­ 
sche, apostle of dreadful ness, to die. 
iVnd it drew George IiHot, Thackeray, 
Bayard Taylor and many other no­ 
tables of other lands who sought in­ 
spiration 
in 
this 
spot 
which 
had 
lured the immortals 
of 
an 
earlier 
day, remarks the Kansas City Star. 


Where Famous Women Lived. 


Weimar it was which produced two 
Di the best remembered of German 
women, 
the 
Grand 
Duchess 
Anna 
Amalie, whose efforts gave Germany 
Its first real standing in art and let­ 
ters, and Charlotte von Stein, the 
gifted, brilliant woman whom Goethe 
loved Jong and in vain. 
Al!> Germany 
laid homage at the feel of Duchess 
^nna Amalie. And of Charlotte von 
Stein it has been said that no other 
woman, not 
even 
Dante’s Beatrice 
or Petrarch’s Laura, has been so hon­ 
ored in Song. 


All the glory of Weimar belongs to 
the time before the Prussian arcli- 
militarist and materialist. 
With the 
ascendancy of the Hohenzollerns and 
the elevation of force and greed above 
the things of the mind and spirit Wei- 
imr faded into a background memory. 
Its selection by the new government 
as a seat for deliberation may serve 
to bring back to it some of its depart­ 
ed glory. 


The beginning of Weimar’s great­ 
ness came about 1750, when Anna 
Amalie, niece of Frederick the Great, 
went there as a bride of the duke. 
She summoned Weilnnd, poet and stu­ 
dent*, to act as tutor for her boys. 
Three years later young Goethe went 
to Weimar. 
Others followed. 
Ein- 
siedel, the poet, musician and actor; 
Bode, the translator of Smollett and 
Cervantes; 
Knebel, 
the 
classicist; 
Corona Schroter, the 
brilliant 
and 
Deautiful actress and singer; Herder, 
Hie preacher poet and father of Ger­ 
man folk song, and finally Schiller, 
who eventually was to take rank with 
Goethe. 


Goethe tho Master There. 


The names of Goethe and Schiller 
dominate Weimar. 
The former lived 
in the town fifty-six years. He was

The toil-worn but devoted 
soul, alone, offering up tlnj troubled 
moments of existence upon the altar 
of eternity!

NOT MATTER OF KNOWLEDGE 


Person May Be Thoroughly Conver­ 
sant With Facts, and Yet Re­ 
main Ignorant. 


Some people think that ignorance is 
merely an accumulation of facts. But 
that hypothesis reveals a lack of im­ 
agination. 
Ignorance, any more than 
knowledge, 
is 
not 
concerned with 
facts. 
It is concerned quite largely 
with feeling, and feeling is the prod­ 
uct of one’s general intelligence. 


The Huns had plenty of facts at 
their disposal, but they were ignorant. 
Their feeling was not intelligently dis­ 
tributed over certain areas of their na­ 
tional consciousness. 


This is true, more or less, of all of 
us, Thomas L. Mason writes in the 
Outlook. When we are truly ignorant, 
it is a case of arrested development in 
certain directions. 
A man who has 
not brought up a family may have at 
his call all the statistics about fami­ 
lies. 
But he is truly ignorant in the 
sense of not being developed in the j 
feelings that intimate contact with 
one’s family produces. 


To. have knowledge of a particular 
thing is simply to have come in con­ 
tact with it in such a manner that 
une’s feeling lias been aroused about 
it. 


We acquire knowledge largely by 
contemplation and meditation. 
But 
the thing we are learning about must 
impose itself upon us in such a way 
that we are forced to understand it 
through our feelings and not our 
minds. 


Tne circuit rider, that most pic* 
turesque figure in the religious life ol 
the ¿ountry In the rural districts, *13 
passing away almost as rapidly as ts 
the cowboy, 
Ih the earlier life of tbe 
country, 
with 
his 
saddlebags, 
his 
tracts and his Bible, traveling on 
horseback through the wilderness, he 
was a vital factor in the life of the in­ 
habitants along tho frontiers and in 
the sparsely settled districts. Without 
him many a community would have 
heard no preaching from year’s end to 
year’s end unless it were from the ftps 
of a lay exhorter; many a bride wrouId 
have felt herself but half married with 
no minister to perform the ceremony, 
and the dead would have been laid 
rest without religion’s comfort to the 
survivors. 


The circuit rider of the early days, 
though his visits might be few and far 
between, was nevertheless an integral 
part in the religious and social life of 
the communities on his circuit. His 
coming was eagerly expected, and the 
pioneers in the wilderness were loath 
to see him go. 


The rapidity with which he is disap­ 
pearing may be gained from a study 
of the circuit system in rural Method­ 
ism as shown by the annual conference 
minutes, using the number of churches 
per charge as a basis. 
Of the rural 
charges 6,800, or 51 per ceAt, are sta­ 
tions; 3,524, or 20 per cent, are cir­ 
cuits having two churches; 1,020 have 
three churches to a circuit; 815 have 
four; 282 have five, while but 177 cir­ 
cuits, or 1 per cent, have more than 
five churches to a circuit. 
In other 
words more than half of the rural 
Methodist churches now have minis­ 
ters who do not have to devote part 
of their time to other churches. 
The 
figures show 
that 11,000 or 
more 
charges included in this study have 
not more than two points to a circuit. ! 


The surviving circuit system is most 
marked in Pennsylvania, Ohio, Indl* 
ana, Tennessee, southern Missouri, Illi­ 
nois and West Virginia. 
The cente­

Methodist 
Episcopal church will doubtless havo 
the effect of hastening the departure 
into oblivion of the circuit rider in 
some sections of the country, as part 
of the money derived from the joint 
centenary drive for $80,000,000 for 
world upbuilding, mission and church 
extension will be (frevoted to the run*! 
C h u rch . 
In other sections, however, 
it. has been found that the efficiency 
of the Methodist Episcopal church will 
be materially increased by extending 
the circuit system on the parish plan. 
This applies, however, to the less« 
favored sections of the country; in 
the more developed sections a pastor 
with but two churches to care for haa 
more than he can look after if he con« 
sixers his task one of community up* 
building as well as of community serv 
ice.

Other delirious mutterings make It 
appear that an undo will be another 
victim of the gang which 
assaulted 
her, and that she struggled to keep a 
ring given to her by her sweetheart, 
which was taken by the men who as- 
saulted her. 


From her talk it Is believed that two 
negroes attacked her in Welsh street 
and while smothering her screams with 
his hands the other struck her In the 
head with a blunt weapon. 
Then they 
drairged her to a waiting automobile, 
driven by a man l)elieveO to be the 
Italian she mentions, and drove with 
her to a woods. 


It Is thought that the girl lay In the 
yard of her home for several 
hours 
Sunday night before .she was found. 
The noise of automobiles In the alley 
in the rear of her homo Is common, 
and the men who placed hor

BIG PROBLEMS TO SOLVE 


Why the Old Draft Boards Could Not 
Be Used—Provision Supplied for 
All Those in Distress—Bonus 
Given to Discharged Men. 


Washington.—The war 
department 
authorizes 
the 
following 
statement 
from the oiFice of the chief of staff: 


The present system of demobiliza- 
tion does not seem to be understood 
by the people of the country. 
As a 
fundamental starting point, let us as- 
sume that all the selected service men 
who have been inducted into the ser- 
vice during the war were removed 
from their liome communities at one 
Ume, and that upon tlieir departure, 
and until their return conditions of 
labor and industry did not change in 
the slightest respect in, any portion 
of the country. 
Again let us assume 
that the conditions of labor and in- 
:lustry having remained exactly the 
same, all these selected service men 
Were returned at the same moment to 
Hie niches previously held by them in 
civil life. 
Under such 
assumptions 
the entire operation would have been 
Ijerformed without the slightest jar to 
the industrial conditions of the coun- 
try. 


This would be an ideal condition, 
b:3t it is based on an utterly absurd 
hypothesis. 
The selected service men 
were not all inducted into the service 
at one time. 
Is'or did the conditions 
of 
labttr 
and 
industry 
remain 
un- 
changed after tiieir departure from 
their home tristricts. 


Trem*íní*ous Problem. 


Could the hi'scory of each particular 
job from which employed men had 
been witiulnrvn bo traced, could It 
be discovered 
whether 
the job 
re- 
mained open to hnn or whether A*s 
job had been iiiled by B; could It be 
deflnitely ascertained that B left a 
job which renuiins open to A; 
it 
might be possible, were these return- 
ing men so many spare parts of a 
machine, to assign each returning man 
a deiinite job. But they are not spare 
parts of a machine. 
They are human 
beings, Inlluenced on the one hand by 
home ties, and on the other by vary- 
ing desires and ambitions; and if no 
positions which they want are lunne- 
diately open to them, iJiey, as well as 
the original unemployed, must be grad- 
ually abtoorbed in the Industrial life of 
the nation. 


This, then, is the tremendous prob- 
Jem that confronts us -to return to a 
:'ouiJtry whose digestion for labor Is 
not now of the best hundreds of thou- 
sands of men without employnicnt, not 
fi.rgetting that they and their families 
deserve the grateful thanks of the na- 
tion, and remaining keenly aware that 
their patriotism and sacrlllce demand 
that they be given every po;ssIble rec- 
'ignition and favor. 


Certain Specific Laws. 


As certain spcciiit laws govern the 
dischitrgo of soldiers, and their Inter- 
ests as well as those of the govern- 
ment must bo ji^iilously guarded, the 
use uf local draft boards fur the entire 
demobilization 
of 
the army 
would, 
among other things, invdve the fol- 
lowing: Neces.'iary coninns-sioned and 
enlisted personnel for tlw prejjaration 
of all records of each man di.-^charged; 
for the reception, storing, care and 
shipment of all government equipment 
turned in by liim; for his physical ex- 
amination and iinal payment. 
There 
would also be nt^edetj facilities for 
housing and feeding men, including 
hospital treatmeiii, while awaiting dls- 
vharge. 


The machinery necessary at each 
pne of the local draft boards would de- 
pend upon the amount of work which 
it would be required to do. 
About 
4,6iJU local draft boards would have to 
Ikí provided wlili this necessary per- 
«ouuel und other facilities iu^ntloneU 


above. 
The machinery of each local 
draft board would have to be main- 
tained intact as long as there were 
in the service men from the particu- 
lar district involved, and would have 
to be kept at such strength as to be 
able to handle such men as were sent 
to it for discharge at any time. 


The 
difììculties of 
transportation 
from the port to locql draft boards, 
assuming 
the 
abandonment 
of 
the 
present demobilization camps, would 
be materially increased* 


The question then arii^os: If local 
draft boards cannot be ui*ed for com- 
plete discharge of the soldier, cannot 
they be used in conjunction with pres- 
ent camps? And the answer is that It 
is not feasible. 


The. present system of demobiliza- 
tion i's that certain camps and canton- 
ments throughout the country have 
been designated as demobilizaUon cen- 
ters. These centers are provided with 
personnel, temporarily retained in the 
service, for the operation of the ma- 
chinery of discharge. 
Thin system of 
demobilization necessitates the split- 
ting up of organizations upon arrival 
from overseas and their distribution in 
small groups to the various demobili- 
zation centers. 


Experience of Other Nations. 


The suggestion has been made that 
we pattern our demobilization system 
after that of Great Britain. The Unit- 
ed States, in formulating its plans for 
mobilization, was fortunate enough to

London.—"Woo-oosh ! 
Bang!" 


I looked out of my tent on the morn- 
ing of March 21. 1918, Imagining that 
some aerial humorist was bombing us. 
But it was a long-range, ten-inch, high- 
velocity gun. and a couple more in 
quick succession, the second shell land- 
ing about fifty yards from me, showed 
that it was no stray round, I realized 
that the great German offensive had 
started. 


Tlje night before I had joined the 
Fortieth division artillery, which was 
lying In "close reserve," just south of 
Arras. 
I was hoping for a recupera- 
tive period on what was reckoned a 
fairly "quiet" front. 


"Stand by your horses!" brought us 
all onto the lines. 
Fortunately, the 
Boche was shooting by the map and 
not from observation, or we should 
have taken lltllo further Interest In 
the "Man'li show." 
As it was, he 
dropped about sixty rounds right in 
the midst of us witliout doing much 
damage. 
The 
enemy 
had 
broken 
through at Bellecourt and was coming 
on fast. 


Blazing Away at Foe, 


"The divisional artillery will come 
Into action at—so-and'so 'map spot- 
ting,' " tmd we were off. But when wo 
got there—well, the cupboard wasn't 
exactly bare, because just before vt^e 
reached our objective we came across 
itf 38-pounder section squatting In the 
open 
and 
blazing away over open 
sights 
at 
the 
oncoming 
hordes 
of 
Boches. 


We dropped back and found a less 
conspicuous place from which to de- 
clare war. 
Then we had one solid 
week's hades, such as General Sher- 
man never thought of, or he would 
have used stronger language 
about 
"war,"* 
The Germans brought their 


field guns on so rapidly, and in such 
nunjbera, that we were shelled from 
pillar to post. 
Our infantry hung on 
doggedly, and were wiped out, battal- 
ion after battalion. 
Each batch of re- 
serves found their predecessors' posi- 
tions untenable and were compelled to 
try to hold a line a bit farther back. 


Always in the open, for there was no 
time to dig oneself In; and when one 
hillside became too hot for comfort we 
shifted, either to flank or slightly to 
the rear. 
I never saw soldiers so 
cheerful 
or 
determined. 
Dog-tired, 
they hung on; and while the great 
game of "tactics" went on, the whole 
line having to conform to some un- 
known situation many miles to a flank, 
the Third army grumblingly wondered 
what it M'as falling back for, 
"All Part of Strategy." 


If the pessimists who conceded a 
German victory last March could have 
seen those "beaten" soldiers retreat- 
ing, they might have taken heart, be- 
cause It never occurred to the troops 
themselves that they were being Jjeat- 
en. The retreat, to them, was all part 
of "some blooming strategy 'cos the 
chaps next door couldn't hold on." 


Back through Mory. Ervlllers, St. 
Leger, 
Gommecourt, 
Courcelle^ 
and 
Bucquoy fell my part of the lin6. and 
then we stopped them. I^Iarch 30 saw 
about the end of the nightmare as far 
as we wore, concerned, and the Forti- 
eth 
divisional artillery pulled 
off a 
regular "boy stood on the burning 
dock" stunt. My own brigade, the One 
Hundred and Seventy-eighth 
brigade 
royal field artillery, composed of Lon- 
don citizen soldiers mostly, cfime into 
action in the open, under heavy fire 
directed 
by 
hostile 
airplanes 
and 
smashed up an attack of three bat- 
talions which had been on the front 
held 
by 
a company of the British 
guards, 
One battery was practically 
wiped out, gun after gun being kwcked 
out by concentrations of enemy artil- 
lery. 
I wa^ thankful to find myself 
v/hen the "Cease 
fire" 
order 
came 
through. 


There were many weary weeks of 
routine \A'arfare and night alarms. 
It 
was 
between 
BolsIeux-au-Mont 
and 
Boiry-St. Martin, about 400 yards from 
the place where that first ten-inch shell 
landed on March 21, we stopped tlio 
Boche. 


There we refitted and planned and 
prepared for the final triumphal ad- 
vance of the allies in the ensuing sum- 
mer and fulL ' 


have profited by some cf the costly ex- 
l^oriences of others, and by a fiystem- 
atic classification prevented men from 
being sent to the trenches who later 
had t o be withdrawn and returned to 
'industries essential to the prosecution 
of the war. 
In carrying out its sys- 
tematic draft system, the tendency was 
to retain In the industrial world the 
pivotal or key men, the return of whom 
to their normal activities in the Indus- 
trial world appears to be one of the 
outstanding principles In the British 
demobilization system. 
The war de- 
partment has consistently declined to 
discharge our selected sen'lce men by 
classes, the needs of industry.having 
been recognized in the selective serv- 
ice law. 
• 


In many families distress 
exists. 
Certain men arc indi-spensablo to In- 
dustry. To enable such Inen to be re- 
leased» the war department has issued 
a circular to all commanders covering 
their cases. 


The secretary of war has also rec- 
ommended to congress that a man be 
paid an additional month's pay and 
allowance on discharge in order to 
tide him over the interim between his 
discharge and the date he obtains em- 
plojmient; 
and 
congress 
has 
new 
passed a bill authorizing a $G0 bonus 
to be paid on discharge to each officer 
and man who is honorably separated 
from the service. 


Some Dissatisfaction. 


Some dissatisfaction has arisen be- 
cause families find it diflicult to im- 
mediately see their son-s and relatives 
on their arrival at the port of debarka- 
tion. This is due to the fact that pub- 
lic health demands that these men be 
segregated until they can be disinfect- 
ed, in order to prevent the spr-ead of 
diseases, such as typhus, trench fever 
and inlluenza, in the country. 
Also 
I)ractical conditions connected with the 
handling and discharge oH large bodies 
of men demand that they be sent after 
their disinfection direct to theii' demo- 
bilization points. 


This all seems hard, and being a 
difficult practical problem, is of ne- 
cessity entirely devoid of sentiment, 
which is, however, continually impel- 
ling those intrusted with the carrying 
out of these measures to devise some 
way of showing the soldier the esteem 
in which he is held by the country, and 
of satisfying the just pride which his 
family possesses in his exploits. 


There is a general belief that the 
emergency has passed, that the war 
is over, and that there is no reason 
for keeping troops in France. 
The 
war is not over until a treaty of pciaco! 
ends It. 


The emergency cannot be consid- 
ered over until the last of our troops 
arrive from France. 
What could we 
say to these men and their families If 
we demobilized all troops in this coun- 
try and were powerless to care for and 
return to their home districts the men 
returning from overseas? 


Troops must be kept in France for 
such army of occupation as may be 
decreed by the treaty of peace, and 
for every division held there to clinch 
the fruits of victory must be kept a 
certain proportion of men for theii 
supply, to provide measures for their 
comfort and for their final embarka* 
tion.

its thought,

ünally its greatest and 
best 
loved 
memory. 
His house on the Goethe 
Plata is one of the town's '^bights," 
and monuments of him occupy 
the 
most prominent positions.

Ignorance, any more than 
knowledge, 
is 
not 
concerned 
with 
facts. 
It is concerned quite largely 
with feeling, and feeling is the prod- 
uct of one's general intJelligence. 


The Huns had plenty of facts at 
their disposal, but they were Ignorant. 
Their feeling was not intelligently dl-s- 
tributed over certain areas of their na- 
tional consciousness. 


This is true, more or less, of all of 
us, Thomas L. Mason writes in the 
Outlook. 
When we are truly Ignorant, 
it is a case of arrested development in 
certain directions. 
A man who has 
not brought up a family may have at 
his call all the statistics about fami- 
lies. 
But he is truly ignorant in the 
sense of not being developed in the 
feelings that 
intimate contact 
with 
t)ne's family produces. 


To. have knowledge of a particular 
thing is simply to have come in con- 
tact with it in such a manner that 
une's feeling has been aroused about 
it. 


We acquire knowledge largely by 
contemplation 
and 
meditation. 
But 
the thing we are learning about must 
impose itself upon us in such a way 
that we are forced to understand it 
through 
our 
feelings and 
not 
our 
minds.

Ih the earlier life of the 
country,

tracts 
and 
his Bible, 
traveling 
on 
horseback through the wilderness, he 
was a vital factor in the life of the In- 
habitants along tho frontiers and in 
the sparsely settled districts. 
Without 
him many a community would have 
heard no preaching from year's ond to 
year's end unless it wore from the I ^ s 
of a lay oxhorter; many a bride would 
have felt herself but half married with 
no minister to perform the ceremony, 
and the dead would have been laid tn 
rest without religion's comfort to the 
survivors. 


The circuit rider of the early days, 
though his visits might bo few and far 
between, was nevertheless an Integral 
part In the religious and social life of 
the communities on his circuit. 
His 
coming was eagerly expected, and tlie 
pioneers in the wilderness were loath 
to see him go. 


The rapidity with which he Is disap- 
pearing may be gained from a study 
of the circuit system in rural Method- 
Ism as shown by the annual conference 
minutes, using the number of churches 
per charge as a basis.
